As a result, many of our boys and 
girls are taken out of school at a very 


anil teacher. 
These cards are sent to 
the parents at the close of each month. 
By using these cards both the parent 
and the teacher will mutually assist 
each other. 
At the close of the year 
the pupil can take the card home and 
keep it as the record of 
his years's 
work. 
Pupils who hav e finished the eight 
years’ work are priv ileged to take the 
central and final ex aminations which 
are held as near the close of the school 
y ear as possible and y et secure the at­ 
tendance of the older pupii9 . 
Those who pass the central and final 
ex aminations are entitled to graduate 
and receive a diploma 
issued by the 
county superintendent. 
These gradu­ 
ating ex ercises are of gre at value to 
the districts and especially to 
the 
schools. 
They bring new interest and 
enthusiasm into the school, and have 
a tendency to lessen the absent and 
tardy mar ks, and the pupils seem to 
work more faithfully for the honor of 
graduating. 
While we do not boast of our pro­ 
gress, yet, we feel th a t the condition of 
the schools of the county show no sign 
of retrogression. 
School libraries and supplementary 
readers are constantly increasing and 
books of reference and te a c h e r’s aids 
ar e found much rn )re generally in our 
schools today than in past years. 
Local teacher's meetings arc held in 
different parts of the county as fre­ 
quently as conditions will pjrrnit, and 
instead of the old plan of putting any- 
body on the programme, we are care­ 
ful to select those, and only those, who 
have proven themselves capable of 
handling the subjects assigned them, 
and hence our teachers’ meetings have 
| proven a gre at benefit to the teachm - 
and schools. 
Never in the history of 
the county have the

Tie the corners of the h a ndk e r­ 
chief to the extrnnifies of the cross, so 
you hav e the body of a kite, which, be­ 
ing p rojierly accommodated with a tail, 
lotq j and siring, will rise in the a ir like 
those made of p ap er, hut being made* of 
silk is letter fitted to hear the wet and 
wind of a thumb r gust without tearing. 
To the top of the up right stick of the 
cross is to be fixed a v i ry sharp p ointed 
wire rising a font or more abov e the 
wood. To the end of the tw ine next tie* 
hand is to ho tied a silk ribbon, and 
where the silk and twine join a key 
may he fastened. 
This kite is to ho 
raised when a thunder gust ap p ears to 
he coming on, and the p erson who holds 
tie* string must stand within a door or 
window, or under some cov er, so that 
the silk ribbon may not ho wet, and 
eaie must be taken that the twill« * <!<h.n 
nut touch tin* tram« » of th« * door or w i n­ 
dow. 
As soon as the thunderclouds 
come ov er the kite the p ointed wire 
will draw the electric fire from them, 
and the kite, w ith all the twine, will 
he ehciriiied and s t a ndou t ev ery v rev 
uml be at tracted by un ap p roaching lin­ 
ger. 
And when the rain has w et the 
kite and twin« » you w ill find tho elec­ 
tric Iht stream out p leittifully 1r*» m the 
k* v on tho ap p roach of your k nu c k le .”

Fro m the y ear 18 5 8 to that o f lfttfT 
there were no less than sev en British, 
French, German and American cruisers 
co nstantly cruising in the waters o f the 
China and J av a seas after pirates. Dur­ 
ing this time o v er 100 piratical craft 
were captured, a do zen o r 15 stro ng­ 
ho lds bro ken up and at least 2,000 
“ black tings” were killed o ffhand o r 
sent asho re to he hung. 
The cruisers 
tho ught they had finished their wo rk, 
but in I8 6 0 sev eral traders which had 
been titted o ut at Bantam, Batav ia and 
Singapo re were o v erhauled by pirates 
and their crews butchered. 
When we 
arriv ed at Singapo re in 18 7 0 in the 
British gun brig \ ix en, a nest o f pi 
rates had been lo cated o n o ne o f the is­ 
lands o ff the west co ast o f J av a, and we 
had o rders to pro ceed to the spo t and 
clean them o ut. 
We o v erhauled o ut 
armament, to o k in a lo t o f ammunitio n 
and strengthened o ur crew by 14 men 
befo re sailing. These men were drafted 
o ut o f a crew belo nging to a inau*o f- 
! war which had been wrecked o n the 
I Malay e<.ast, and all were o ld hands, 


j The captain go t his bearings fro nt so me 
so urce unkno wn to us, and when we 
| left Singapo re the brig was headed to 
the east. 
We jo gged alo ng do wn the 
co ast o f Sumatra fo r a week witho ut 
any unusual incident, and tho ugh we 
spo ke a sco re o l craft uo ue o f them had 
any info rmatio n abo ut the pirate. 
The 
crew had begun to ridicule the idea 
when so mething cccurred to o pen o ur 
ey es v ery wide.
